that was used in the commssion of any offense or upon

recovering a firearmthat appears to have been |lost, m sl aid,

stolen, or otherwise unclained, a |ocal | aw enf or cenent

agency shall use the best available information, including a

firearns trace when necessary, to determ ne prior ownership

of the firearm

(b) Local |aw enforcenent shall, when appropriate, use
the National Tracing Center of the Federal Bureau of Al cohol,
Tobacco and Firearns in conplying with subsection (a) of this
Secti on.

(c) Local law enforcenent agencies shall wuse the
II'linois Departnent of State Police Law Enforcenment Agencies
Data System (LEADS) Gun File to enter all stolen, seized, or
recovered firearns as prescribed by LEADS regulations and
pol i ci es.
